To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 

Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report  on  the 
health  and  health  service#  of  your  district  for  the  year  1963° 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  Hemsworth  Rural  District  are 
presented  for  your  information  in  similar  form  to  the  presentation  in 
previous  years „ The  report  on  the  personal  health  services  as  administered 
by  me  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  refers  to  the  division  as  a whole 
and  gives  details  of  these  services  in  both  the  Urban  and  Rural  districts „ 

The  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  concerns  th® 
detailed  work  of  his  department  and  the  two  reports  are  complementary c 

The  mid  year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was 
52,780,  an  increase  of  380„  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by 

217  to  15*745° 

The  number  of  live  births  were  fewer  by  49  and  totalled  1,035° 

There  were  22  still  births  compared  with  24  in  1962  and  the  infant  deaths 
numbered  26  compared  with  28  in  the  previous  yearc 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  y«ar„ 

Deaths  in  all  age  groups  numbered  479°  This  was  an  increase  of 
40  from  the  previous  year ^ 

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases  was  fewer  by 
336  than  in  the  previous  year#  This  reduction  was  largely  accounted  for 
by  the  ending  of  the  measles  epidemic  and  the  marked  reduction  in  numbers 
of  notified  dysentery,.  Two  cases  of  paratyphoid  infection  were  notified,, 
These  occurred  in  visitors  to  the  district  who  became  ill  on  the  day 
following  their  arrival  and  who  were  obviously  infected  before  arrival,, 
Fortunately  no  other  cases  resulted  from  contact  with  the  infected  youths „ 

The  11  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  division  continued  to  attract 
increasing  numbers  of  children  and  the  number  of  attendances  remained  high. 
This  has  occurred  at  a time  when  the  value  of  routine  examination  of  healthy 
children  at  clinics  is  being  questioned  as  to  whether  there  i»  real  value 
in  the  procedure „ The  parents  would  appear  to  value  the  service » 
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At  this  point  I would  like  to  pay  my  customary  tribute  to  the  ladies 
of  tfr»  -various  clinic  voluntary  committees , I and  my  staff  are  very  apprec- 
iative of  their  voluntary  service  and  their  valuable  assistance,, 

The  Ante  Natal  Clinics  have  also  been  well  attended  and  an  increased 
number  of  expectant  mothers  made  a greater  number  of  attendances. 

Of  equal  importance  was  the  increasing  popularity  of  the  relaxation 
clinics  where  advice  and  instruction  on  many  facets  of  health  are  combined 
with  the  main  function  of  adequate  preparation  for  labour,, 

The  nursing  staff  once  again  have  deservedly  earned  our  thanks  for 
the  skilful  and  sympathetic  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties , 
Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  J,  Crossfield*  Sfnior  Nursing  Officer,  they  have 
formed  a team  of  which  I am  proud. 

The  demands  on  the  Domestic  Help  Service  continued  to  increase. 

By  the  year  end  the  increased  allocation  of  domiciliary  helps  had  been 
exceeded  and  was  met  by  a supplementary  allocation  from  the  County  Reserve 
Pool,  There  would  seem  to  be  no  forseeable  end  to  public  demand  for  the 
service. 


The  chifopody  service  is  also  in  great  demand  particularly  the  claims 
for  domiciliary  treatment.  As  in  all  fields  of  social  service,  adjudicating 
on  the  various  claims  is  a most  diffiuclt  task. 

In  the  field  of  mental  health  there  has  been  a further  increase  in 
the  number  of  mentally  ill  and  sub-normal  patient*  referred  to  the  mental 
welfare  officers  for  after  care. 

Liaison  with  the  Hospital  Service  and  with  the  general  medical 
practitioners  has  been  good.  Problems  have  been  dealt,  with  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  patient  rather  than  in  a rigid  demarcation  of  the  respective 
fields  of  operation  of  the  three  branches  of  the  Health  Service, 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their 
industry,  my  colleagues  for  their  co-operation  and  the  Chairman  & Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year,

Of  this  increase  18  were  accounted  for  by  mal  ignant  new  growths  which 
total  85  compared  with  65  in  1962,  Cancer  of  lung  and  bronchus  increased 
from  16  to  26  and  the  deaths  attributed  to  bronchitis  increased  from  58 
to  520

Of  these  deaths  14  were  the  result  of  infection  and  were  therefore 
avoidable.

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  again  fell  markedly 
by  5360  The  measles  epidemic  evident  in  the  later  months  of  1962  carried  over 
to  the  first  quarter  of  1963?  though  by  the  year  end  there  had  been  200  fewer 

cases . 


Dysentery,  which  had  resulted  in  the  notification  of  200  cases  in  1962 
produced  only  16  notifications  in  1963 « 

Two  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified  from  the  *ame  household o 
They  were  brothers  on  a visit  to  the  district  and  fell  ill  the  day  following 
their  arrival.  The  illness,  contracted  prior  to  arrival,  was  fortunately  not 
severe,  and  no  other  cases  occurred.

(a)  Periodic  Medical  Inspections 

During  the  year  4»010  children  were  examined  in  school.  644  were  found 
to  have  defects  requiring  treatment,  206  being  for  defective  vision. 

(b)  Handicapped  Pupils 

28  children  were  ascertained  as  requiring  special  educational  treatment, 
that  is,  education  which  is  beyond  the  resources  of  the  ordinary  school.  20 
children  were  recommended  for  admission  to  special  schools  for  the  educationally 
subnormal,  2 to  open  air  schools  for  delicate  children 

2 to  special  schools  for  physically  handicapped  children 
2 to  special  schools  for  partially  sighted  children 
1 to  a special  school  for  epileptics 
1 to  a special  school  for  maladjusted  children. 

(c)  Consultant  Clinics 

By  arrangement  with  the  Leeds  Regional  Board,  consultant  Eye  and 
Orthopaedic  clinics  specially  arranged  for  children  were  held  regularly  at 
the  Hemsworth  Central  Clinic.  47  children  were  seen  at  the  Orthopaedic  clinics 
and  756  at  the  Eye  Clinics.  Of  the  latter  314  were  prescribed  spectacles. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  a remedial  exercise  session 
is  held  weekly  and  during  the  year  21  children  made  185  attendances. 

21  children  were  referred  for  Child  Guidance  treatment  to  the  specialist 
clinic  at  Pontefract. 

(d)  Paediatric  Clinic 

This  new  clinic  commenced  at  the  end  of  1962  and  grew  in  popularity 
during  the  year  when  10  sessions  were  held,  20  patients  making  25  attendances. 

(e)  Speech  Therapy 

Our  part-time  speech  therapist  held  165  sessions  during  the  year, 
treating  77  children.  24  children  were  discharged,  9 for  non-co-operation  or 
unsuitable  for  treatment,  15  with  Speech  improved,  2 left  school,  2 transferred 
to  special  schools,  and  1 left  the  district. 

(f)  Special  Medical  Examinations 

In  addition  to  the  normal  school  and  clinic  work,  the  Divisional  Medical 
staff  also  carried  out  64  examinations  of  entrants  to  Training  Colleges  and  14 
examinations  under  the  Employment 'of  Children  regulations. 
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(g)  Minor  Ailment  Clinics 


These  are  held,  at  clinics  and  schools  throughout  the  division  and  during 
the  year  318  pupils  were  treated  by  the  school  nurses. 

(h)  Infestations  with  Vermin 

The  school  nurses  carried  out  cleanliness  inspections  in  each  school  at 
least  once  perterm  and  during  1963 » 159  859  children  were  thus  examined.  The 
353  children  found  to  be  infested  were  all  cleansed  after  infermal  action  by 
the  school  nurse. 

(i)  Audiometry 

During  the  year  115  children  who  were  suspected  of  having  a degree  of 
hearing  loss  were  tested  by  the  assistant  county  medical  officers  er  by  the 
speech  therapist.  Of  these  children  21  were  referred  to  the  consultant  aural 
specialist  for  further  investigation  and  treatment.

Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  the  year  1965 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  above  report  for  your 
consideration. 

The  continuous  nightly  frost  from  Boxing  Day  to  March  5th  was 
one  of  the  most  notable  features.  It  caused  many  bursts  and  in  two 
instances  water  had  to  be  carted. 

I have  much  pleasure  in  recording  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  F.  Chopping, 
Public  Cleansing  Foreman,  who  retired  during  the  year.  His  quiet,  pleasant 
manner,  and  his  willingness  to  tackle  any  job  that  came  along,  ensured  his 
popularity  with  all  the  staff.  We  were  all  sorry  to  see  him  go,  but  after 
45  years  service  with  the  Council,  his  stint  was  completed. 

I am  indebted  to  all  the  staff  for  the  manner  in  which  they  carried 
out  their  duties,  and  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Heads  and  staffs  of  other  departments  for  their  advice  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

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HOUSING 


During  the  year  276  houses  were  built  , 175  by  the  Council  and  101 
by  private  enterprise . In  the  same  period  9 families  were  re-housed  from 
unfit  dwellings,  showing  an  increase  of  267  in  the  total  number  of 
habitable  dwellings . 

Not  a single  certificate  of  disrepair  was  asked  for;  the  average 
householder  strongly  dislikes  even  the  simplest  of  paper-work. 

VERMINOUS  HOUSES 


With  the  modern  methods  available  and  the  much  higher  standard  of 
living  it  is  surprising  that  any  house  is  permitted  to  become  infested 
with  bed-bugs,  yet  15  such  houses  were  found,  and  treated  during  the  year0 
16  houses  were  treated  for  blackclocks  and  5 for  ants0

During  the  year  the  Sheffield  Corporation  took  over  the  Dearne 
Valley  Water  Board  and  the  Minister  made  an  Order  extending  the  area  of 
the  Doncaster  and  District  Water  Board  to  include  Walden  Stubbs. 

The  type  of  water  distributed  throughout  the  distri$|  varies  consid- 
erably due  to  the  several  sources  of  supply.  Of  7 7 bacteriological  samples 
taken  only  2 were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Both  were  from  private 
supplies  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken  in  each  case. 
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The  prolonged  frost  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  resulted  in 
leaflets  being  prepared  by  the  Ministry  describing  methods  of  protecting 
water-pipes  and  fittings  from  frost.  These  were  distributed  to  house- 
holders throughout  the  country. 

STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT 

The  safe  storage  of  petrol  etc.,  is  a subject  that  is  taken  for 
granted  by  the  public  at  large , as  one  rarely  hears  of  accidents  on  premises 
to  which  the  legal  requirements  apply.  The  assistance  of  the  County  Fire 
Service  in  connection  with  ensuring  that  the  requirements  concerning  the 
storage  of  petroleum  are  complied  with,  is  very  much  appreciated. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  3 licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Each  is 
visited  several  times  each  week. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  ARP  OTHER  FOODS 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  first  day 
of  October,  1963*  By  these  regulations  meat  commenced  to  be  stamped  by  the 
inspector  when  found  fit  and  a small  charge  made,  quite  inadequate  to  cover 
the  cost  in  a small  slaughterhouse. 

A IOO56  inspection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  total 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  previous 
J-ear  but  the  quality  remained  high  as  evidenced  by  the  small  percentage  of 
meat  condemned  on  account  of  disease. 

The  amount  of  food  condemned,  other  than  me^t,  was.  a little  less 
than  last  year. 

A sample  of  milk  was  found  to  contain  Brucella  Abortus,  the 
causal  agent  of  brucellosis  in  cattle  and  undulant  fever  in  man.  The  sale 
of  the  raw  milk  was  stopped  immediately  until  cows  affected,  or  possibly 
affected,  were  located  and  the  necessary  action  taken.  It  is  disturbing 
to  find  that  no  action  can  be  taken  to  prevent  the  owner  of  a cow  known 
to  be  affected  with  brucellosis  selling  it  in  the  open  market. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

I 

One  of  the  requirements  of  this  Aqt  concerns  the  height  of 
factory  chimneys.  It  plaoes  the  responsibility  on  Ideal  authorities  for 
ensuring  that  they  are  of  sufficient  height  to  prevent  nuisance  and  danger 
to  health.  Theseis  no  formula  for  calculating  the  precise  height  so  that 
opinion  and  empirical  rules  had  to  be  used.  In  an  effort  to  obtain  some 
uniformity  the  Ministry  has  produced  a guide  which  should  be  of  the  greatest 
assistance  to  all  concerned. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


In  spite  of  the  orders  made  in  1962  prohibiting  the  stationing 
of  caravans  for  human  habitation  on  certain  commons  within  the  rural  district 
some  caravans  were  so  stationed.  Most  were  removed  before  proceedings  could 
be  instituted,  but  one  person  was  taken  to  court  and  fined  the  sum  of  £2, 
an  amount  which  was  willingly  paid  as  it  would  have  cost  more  had  he  had 
to  pay  the  rent  for  a pitch  on  private  land, 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  area,  one  being  a public  bath 
and  the  other  a private  one.  The  attendants  at  both  have  been  instructed 
Ih  the  taking,  on-the-spot  testing,  of  samples.  The  water  is  sampled  and 
tested  by  them  several  times  each  day.  This  is  supplemented  by  the  sampling 
of  the  public  health  inspectors,  in  which  case  ttye  samples  are  tested  at 
the  laboratory, 

NUISANCES 

The  number  of  nuisances  found,  and  attended  to;  was  virtually 
the  same  as  last  year, 

NOTICES 

Fortunately  the  majority  of  notices  are  attended  to  without  recourse 
to  court  proceedings.  The  numbers  served  each  year  vary  within  very  close 
limit* , 

RIVERS  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961, 

On  and  after  the  1st  June,  1963*  it  is  a punishable  offence  to 
continue  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  sewage  effluent  by  letting  it  empty 
into  a stream  unless  an  application  for  permission  to  do  so  has  been  made 
to  the  RiVer  Board,  The  effect  of  this  should  result  in  a noticeable 
improvement  in  our  streams, 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  still  207  houses  with  privies  or  pail  closets  in  the 
area.  This  number  is  comparatively  smftll  for  a rural  area  of  this  size, 
nevertheless  evezy  effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  this  number  still  further. 
When  the  plans  already  made  are  completed  there  will  be  a considerable 
reduction, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  premises  occupied  by  this  department  are  at  the  depot  at 
South  Kirkby,  the  buildings  opposite  South  Kirkby  Recreation  Ground,  and 
the  tips  at  South  Elmsall  Brickworks,  Great  Houghton  and  Acjcworth, 
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45  men  are  employed  and  seven  vehicles  are  engaged  on  the  collection  of 
household  refuse  while  one  is  used  for  the  collection  of  night  soil  and 
household  refuse,,  A motor  engineer  and  mechanic  are  employed  to  maintain 
the  Council's  motor  vehicles  and  plant,, 

The  method  of  disposing  of  the  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping 
i„e0  the  refuse  is  deposited  in  layers  about  6 8 thick  and  covered  with 
ashes o There  are  other  methods  of  disposal  but  controlled  tipping,  where 
suitable  sites  are  available,  is  the  most  economical „ When  all  suitable 
sites  are  used  consideration  may  be  given  to  composting  in  some  form  and 
using  the  compost  to  cover  those  horrible  sears  which  so  mar  much  of  the 
West  Riding „ Spoilbanks  are,  of  course,  the  scars  referred  to, 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  Council  has  one  driver  and  one  assistant  employed  full- 
time  on  cesspool  emptying,,  There  are  159^  cesspools  in  the  district,  and 
these  are  usually  emptied  monthly,,  Small  sewage-disposal  plants  are  a 
considerable  improvement  on  cesspools  and,  in  new  property,  are  installed 
where  practicable „ 

SALVAGE 


The  quantity  of  waste  paper  used  in  the  country  was  slightly 
more  than  that  used  in  1962,  so  that  a glut  was  not  again  experienced „ 
It  is  estimated  that  there  will  be  a future  annual  increase  of  4%»  If 
this  be  so,  then,  as  only  some  28^  of  the  potential  is  salvaged,  many 
years  will  elapse  before  the  demand  exceeds  the  supply,,
